The figures upon. the cards vary somewhat in‘ 
different countries, and the. number m.a pack 1s 
not always the.same. Some of the ‘Mexico- 
Spanish zuhabitants-of South and Central Ameri- 
ea, forinstance,having $0,aud some 104 In a pack. 
The Spamards have *‘ bastos” or staves instead 
of the trefoil, and thus we get our term’ “club” 
by: giving the Spanish name to the ‘French 
figure. -The Spaniards have also “swords,” or 
“ espadas’’ in place of the lance-point,:or pike- 
head, and here again, doubtless, we cet our name. 
of “spade”. by again giving the Spanish name, 
or & corruption of it; to the French form of the 
spot. The diamonds and hearts, being of more 
‘aniversal significance, are the same,-or nearly

The 
four queens are severally named Argive, Esther, 
Judith and Pallas, which names are still re- 
tained on Freneh cards, being typical of ‘Noble 
Birth, Piety, Fortitude and Wisdom—Argine be- 
ing the auagram of “Regina,’”’ meaning Queen by 
birth. The: “knaves” represent servants to the 
knights or nobles, the word “knave” formerly 
signifying mmply a servant, and having nothing
